WAR I I MEXICO ! 


Between Guatámala and (Salvador-- 
Tlie JUatter Win a J>eci8ive 
Victory. 


CITY OF MEXICO, July 21.—^The long 
threatened war has broken out between 
Gaatamala 
and 
Salvador. 
Senor 
Garrinmo Pou, the new confidential 
agent of the provisional government, 
who has jnst arrived from San Salvador, 
announced the first victory for his coun- 
try. 
According to his advices the 
Guatamalian forces invaded Salvadorian 
territory, near Ecllorro, on the 17th 
inst., and were promptly repalsed. The 
enemy was completely routed and many 
pieces of artillery, rounds of ammuni- 
tion and hundreds of arms were cap- 
tured by the Salvadorian troops. After 
this battle the Salvadorian troops were 
ordered to advance into Ouatamala. 
Senor Pou has received a telegram from 
the provisional president, Ezeta, stating 
that an alliance has been formed be- 
tween Guatamala and Honduras, and 
that they together had declared war 
against San Salvador. 
General Ezeta 
wires that he has invaded Guatamala 
and is marching victoriously toward the 
Guatamalian capital. 
Senor Pou has 
published the statement that anarchy is 
in the city and that uprisings, assassina * 
tions and other lawless acts have been 
of frequent occurrence. 
He claims 
that the country lias been 
peace- 
ful 
and 
that 
General 
Ezota 
has made no attempt to force himself 
upon the public. All Salvador wants is 
to elect a president without the inter- 
ference of any foreign power. 
General 
Ezeta, upon being made provisional 
president, 
issued a proclamation of 
amnesty to all political exiles, which is 
being taken advantage of by refugees 
who are returning from many different 
countries. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—The intelli-, 
gence that a battle has taken place 
between the forces -of Guatemala and 
those of San Salvador will create no 
surprise here where the news of the out- 
break of hostilities has been daily ex- 
pected. For some time past it has been 
known that a large military force has 
been mobilized by Guatemala along the 
frontiers of San Salvador ready to strike 
a blow at the provisional government. 
At the same time General Ezeta, the 
provisional 
president 
of 
Salvador, 
knowing that Gutemala would be sure 
to interfere in the politics of San Salva- 
dor as has been her want for many 
years, lias been inaMng his preparations 
to meet force with force and has been 
distributing arms among his people to 
enable them to meet the anticipated at- 
tack. 
Some time before his death 
President Menendoz laid in quite a 
supply of rifles, which he imparted 
from 
England. 
Large orders have 
since been placed by General Ezeta, in 
San Francisco and elsewhere for ammu- 
nition. 
, 


While Guatemala 
has never at- 
tempted to subjugate or annoy San 
Salvador, she has generally contrived to 
control the politics of her neighbor by 
having on^ of her tools at the head of 
affairs in that country. 
Such was Gen- 
eral Menendoz and now it is a conceded 
fact that General Alvarez is the man 
Guatemala wants to see president of San 
Salvador, because with him at the helm 
Guatemala would be able to carry out 
her cherished plan of uniting the five 
central American republics into one 
federal union. 
To accomplish this has 
been the aim of Guatemala for years and 
it was in the execution of this scheme 
that General Parri lost his life. THere 
is great opposition aniong the people of 
San Salvador to the scheme of a federal 
union because they fear the overwhelm- 
ing influence that Guatemala would 
have in the councils of such a union.

Twenty-seven 
years ago, tin deposits were found in 
this neighborhood, bat the value of the 
discovery did not seem to be appreci- 
ated. Negotiations have just been con- 
cluded whereby the San Jacinto tin 
mines will pass into the hands of an 
English syndicate with large experience 
in the treatment of these ores and those 
men who own tin mines near Swansea, 
Wales, pronounce the California ores 
much richer than the Welch ores, which 
they have been operating with fair 
projat. Within the radius of a few 
miles, there are over fifty veins bearing 
ore. Experts say the ore has all the 
characteristics of a permanent deposit.

FREE COINAGE. 


The (Silver Committee 
Betermined 
That Onr m a t s Shall Be Thrown 
Open to the t$ilver of the World. 


WASUXNGTOH, July 21.—^The national 
silver committee, wMch has maintained 
several active representatives here dur- 
ing the winter, is preparing to open a 
vigorous canvass for the control c^ the 
next house of representatives in the in- 
terest of free and unlimited coinage of 
silver. During the past week it has pur- 
chased thousands of free coinage speeches 
which it is sending into every western 
congressional district. 
Its president. 
General Warner, has issued a call for 
the committee to meet in Washington 
on September 1, at which time he will 
present a printed report,' showing the 
work of the committee, the progress of 
legislation, in congress, and the votes of 
every congressman upon the silver bill 
and its various amendments. The exec- 
utive committee expresses itself as thor- 
oughly dissatisfied with the silver bill 
as passed, and has determined to relax 
no efforts until the mints of the United 
States are thrown open to the silver of 
the world. 


It is stated at the state department 
this morning that the correspondence 
on the Behring Sea trouble will not be 
sent to the senate until the latter part 
of the week, because of Mr. Blaine's de- 
sire that it shall include several recent 
communications to Lord Salisbury on 
the subject.

"The True Glory of Human Life" 
was the theme of the sermon preached 
last evening at the Congregational 
church by Rev. James S. Ainslie, the 
new pastor who came here recently to 
take charge of the congregation.

In dwelling upon 
this branch of his subject he spoke of 
American slavery and the prohibition of 
the Liquor traffic. America had arisen 
in her wisdom, and after years of sin, 
had thrown the chains of bondage from 
8,000,000 of her citizens. 
She would 
never be free until she had crushed the 
liquor traffic. 
It is sapping the l^e of 
the nation and destroying the liberties 
of the people, and the nation will never 
accomplish her true end while it is al- 
lowe'd to exist. 
Wealth brought to a 
nation or an individual by the rum 
traffic is purchased at a fearful price— 
the loss of honor and the destruction of 
the happiness of millions of homes. 
It 
is wealth which does no good and had 
better never be earned. 
Let America 
rise in her might, if she is wise, and 
crush the enemy that is corrupting her 
courts, her legislatures, her officials and 
spreading misery, want and sin wherever 
it casts its foul breath. The true glory 
of human life, the speaker said, after 
noticing other branches of his subject, 
could only b^ accomplished by serving 
the Lord. Let the conduct of nations 
and individuals conform to the teachings 
of Christ. Let kindness, 
judgment 
and righteousness prevail on the earth 
and the great end for which man was 
created will have been accomplished.- 
Let not the wise man glory in his wis- 
dom, neither let the mighty man glory 
in his might, nor the rich mau glory in 
hio riches, but let all serve the Lord. 
Rev. Ainslie is a magnificent pulpit 
oratoi-—eloquent and forcible in deliv- 
ery, rich in the thoughts 
uttered, 
argumentative in his manner of pressing 
them home upon the judgment of his 
hearers, and yet flowery in style when 
he sees fit to be so. He does not pause 
for words or thoughts and his discourses 
are delivered with an earnestness that 
carries conviction with his words. 


Kev. C. M.' Schaaf, of Huntington, 
occupied the pulpit of the St. John's 
Reformed church yesterday at both the 
morning and evening 
services and 
preached 
excellent 
sermons. Kev. 
Schaaf is a pulpit orator of superior 
merit and always interests his audiences. 
His sermons yesterday were listened to 
by lai-ge congregations, and we are told 
they were able and interesting discources.

Concerning the terrible tragedy which 
was enacted at Yan Wert on board the 
engine of the passenger train on the 
Cincinnati and Mackinaw raihroadthe 
following additional 
particulars are 
given in a telegram from that city: 


Engineer Vandevander never regained 
consciousness, and died about 1 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon surrounded by his 
wife and six diildren, upon whom the 
tragedy feU like a thunderbolt. 


Roadhouse was badly out about the 
head and did not regain consciousness 
till 
Saturday. 
The supposition is 
that some one got on the train at Enter- 
prise, and, while the train was running 
at full speed, made his way into the cab 
of the engine over the coal pile and did 
the murderous work. 
During the pres- 
idential campain of 1884 a son of Engin- 
eer Yandevander was murdered by Blair 
Mock, at Huntington. For this crime 
Mock was convicted and sentenced to 
the northern Lidiana prison at Michi- 
gan City for seventeen years. The 
father was the principal witness against 
the murderer, and in the court room the 
prisoner swore vengeance against Yan- 
devander and all bis family. A month 
ago, through the intercession of Mock's 
falherra mihister, tlie ~sbn was released 
on parole. 
Friday he was thought to 
be seen at Enterprise, but later disap- 
peared. 


Late Saturday afternoon Roadhouse 
made the following sworn statement to 
Dr. Wood, the company's 
surgeon: 
«'We were about two miles south of Van 
Wert. 
After shutting off the injector I 
stepped to the* deck to shut the overflow 
off, when I heard a heavy thud-like 
sound. I turned half way around to see 
what it was, when I saw the engineer 
partially lying down. 
Just then I was 
struck on the right side of my head and. 
knocked down. 
When I partly recov- 
ered I was struck again on the right 
side of my head, and I knew nothing 
for six houi-s. I don't know who hit 
me. 


The theory that is most advanced is 
that the men engaged in a fight, and 
that Yandevander probably dealt Road- 
house a blow with his fist, which 
knocked him down and inflicted the 
wounds on his head. 
Boadhonse then, 
it is supposed, grasped a three-pound 
hammer, "virhich belongs to the engine, 
and which was afterward found covered 
-with blood and hair, and beat the engi- 
neer over the head until he killed him.- 


The affair is shrouded in great mys- 
ery and may probably never be solved, 
unless Roadhouse confesses the crime.

Cm- 01- MEXICO, July 21.—Tho long 


threatened war has broken out between 
Guatanmla 
and 
Salvador. 
Senor 


Garrinmo Pou, tho new confidential 
agent of tho provisional government, 
who has just arrived from San Salvador, 
announced the first victory for his coun- 
try. 
According to his advices tho 


Guatamalian forces invaded Salvadorian 
territory, near Ecllorro, on the 17th 
inst., and were promptly repulsed. The 
enemy was completely routed and many 
pieces of artillery, rounds of arnmuni 
tion and hundreds of arms were cap- 
tured by the Salvadorian troops. 
After 


this battle the Salvadorian troops were 
ordered to advance into Guatemala. 
Senor Pou has received a telegram from 
the provisional president, Ezeta, stating 
that an alliance has been formed be- 
tween Guatemala and Honduras, and 
that they together had declared war 
against San Salvador. 
General Ezeta 


wires that he has invaded Guatamala 
aud is marching victoriously toward the 
Guatamalian capital. 
Senor Pon has 


published the statement that anarchy is 
in the city and that uprisings, assassina* 
tious and other lawless acts have been 
of frequent occurrence. 
He claims

has made no attempt to force himself 
upon tho public. All Salvador wants is 
to elect a president without tho inter- 
ference of any foreign power.

countries.

THE VAX WERT THA«E»\ 


Remains Shrouded in M,vstery--The 


Kireiuau Muki-s a Statement. 


Concerning the terrible tragedy whicl 


was enacted at Van "Wort on board the 
engine of the passenger train on th 
Cincinnati and Mackinaw railroad th 
following additional particulars are 
given in a telegram from that city: 


Engineer Vaudevander never regained 


consciousness, and died about 1 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon surrounded by his 
wife and six children, upon whom the 
tragedy fell like a thunderbolt. 


Roadhouse was badly out about the 


head and did not regain consciousness 
till Saturday. 
The suppositiou is 


that some one got on the train at Enter- 
prise, and, while the train was running 
at mil speed, made his way into the cab 
of the engine over tho cool pile and did 
the murderous work. During the pre& 
idential cauipaiu of 1884 a son of Engin- 
eer Yandevander was murdered by Blair 
Mock, at Huutington, For this crime 
Mock was convicted and sentenced to 
the northern Indiana prison at Michi- 
gan City for seventeen years. 
The 


father was tho principal witness again&l 
tho murderer, and in the court room the 
prisoner swore vengeance against Van 
devander and all his family. A month 
ago, through tho intercession of Mock's 
father, a minister, the son was released 
ou parole. Friday he was thought to 
be seen at Enterprise, but later disap- 
peared. 


Late Saturday afternoon Roadhouse 


made the following sworn statement to 
Dr. Wood, the company's surgeon: 
"We were about two miles south of Van 
Wert. 
After shutting off the injector I 


stepped to the-deck to shut the overflow 
off, 
when I heard a heavy thud-like 


sound. I turned half way around to see 
what it was, when I saw tho engineer 
partially lying down. Just then I was 
struck on the right side of my head and 
knocked down. When I partly recov- 
ered I was struck again on the right 
side of my head, and I knew nothing 
for six hours. I don't know who hit 
me." 


The theory that is most advanced is 


that tho men engaged in a fight, and 
that Vandevander probably dealt Road- 
house a blow with his fist, which 
knocked him down and inflicted the 
wounds on his head. Roadhouse then, 
it is supposed, grasped a three-pound 
hammer, which belongs to the engine, 
and which was afterward found covered 
with blood and hair, and beat the engi- 
neer over the head until he killed him. 


The affair is shrouded in great mys- 


ery and may probably never be solved, 
unless RoadhouEO confesses the crime.

was enacted at Van Wort on board the 
engine of the passenger train on the 
Cincinnati and Mackinaw railroad the 
following additional particulars are 
given in a telegram from that oily: 


Engineer Vnnderander never regained 


conscioiuness, and died about 1 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon surrounded by his 
wife and six children, upon whom the 
tragedy fell like a thunderbolt 


Eoadhouse was badly ont about the 


head and did not regain consciousness 
till Saturday. 
The supposition is 


that some one got on the train at Enter- 
prise, aud, while the train was running 
at full speed, made his way into the cab 
of the engine over tho owl pile and did 
the murderous work. During the pres- 
idential campaiu of 1884 a son of Engin- 
eer Vandevander was murdered by Blair 
Mock, at Huntington. For this crime 
Mook was convicted and sentenced to 
the northern Indiana prison at Michi- 
gan City for Bercntcen years. The 
father was tho principal witness againet 
tho murderer, and in the court room the 
prisoner swore vengeance agunst Van- 
devander and all his family. A moath 
ago. through the intercession of Mock's 
father, a minister, the son was released 
onpfuole. Friday he was thought to 
be seen at Enterprise, but later disap- 
peared. 


Lite Saturday afternoon Boadhouse 


made the following sworn statement to 
Dr. Wood, the company's surgeon:
